Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative requested an after final interview and 
was granted by the GAU 1626 supervisor Joe McKane. Applicant stated that the prior examiner was confused about 
what subject matter he was rejecting and the originally elected group encompassed claims 1-12. This examiner 
pointed to the interview summary dated 01/04/2007 where the parties agreed the elected group is drawn to claims 13- 
22 and 27 and NOT 1 -12. Furthermore, it appears that the prior examiner's final rejection was proper and followed the 
elected species practice of the MPEP, therefore prosecution remains closed. This examiner invited the applicant to file 
an RCE and possibly amend around the existing prior art.
